Revert to States 


Tax Delinquencies Heav- 
iest in Florida—Second 


in Louisia 


NEW ORLEANS— (/Pj—The "alarm- 


ing" 
reversion of land to public own- 


ership because of tax delinquency in 
seven Southern states was cited Wed- 
nesday in a paper released by the 
United States Southern Forest Experi- 
ment station here. 


The report, prepared by Ronald B. 


Craig, assistant, forest economist, show- 
ed that in,238.000 acres of land, val- 
ued at more than $50,000,000, have re- 
verted to tho seven states. Of this 
area, 12,272,000 acres were estimated 
to be forest land. 


"The effect of such wholesale re- 


version of forest and agricultural land 
is patent to anyone," the report slat- 
ed. "Not only does it render 
the 


continued existence of local govern- 
ment precarious, but, it also increases 
(he lax burden on the land which is 
not delinquent." 


Tlie reversion of land to Ihe slates, 


which the analysis said began "on a 
large scale in l!)2fi," increased during 
the depression years lo "phenomenal 
and alarming proportions," 
and

Bankhead Control 
May Be Suspended 


Government Waiting on 


Next Cotton Crop Esti- 


mate Due August 8 


WASHINGTON 
—(/P)— Belief 
l>y 


lawyers at the Farm Administration 
that tho Bankhead control bill would 
be legally suspended this year has 
increased speculation as to whether 
the compulsory measure would be ap- 
plied to this year's crop. 


Lawyers believe that the president 


may .suspend the opralions of the bill 
at any time before 193G. 


Farm officials said, however, that 


they had taken no stand in the mat- 
ter and that growers who want th" 
bill set aside would have to petition 
the president. They said that they 
were going ahead with plans for the 
application of the legislation which 
levies a tax on all cotton sold this 
year in excess of approximately 10,- 
400,000 bales. 


The continued drouth in Texas and 


the West, however, has led to many 
inquiries as to whether a move will be 
made to suspend the bill should the 
August 8 crop report forecast a yield 
well below the total allotment under 
the measure. 


A normal yield on the basis of the 


gcvtrnment's acreage forecast, would 
be less than the tax-free quota fixed 
by the bill. 


The contention has been made, how- 


ever, that the bills aim would be at- 
tained should the cotton crop fail be- 
low 10.400,000 bales.
